Postmaster Elv^s has returned 
home to Vulcan, following a consider 
j^tble period as a hospital patient in 
Calgary. Mr. Elves bears the evL 
dence of his illness, but many friends 
are pleased to know that he is now 
making a splendid come-back. 

The outside entrance to the post 
office will hereafter be closed and 
locked at seven o’clock, or immediate¬ 
ly following the distribution of the 
evening mail from the south. This 
deprives the public of a convenience 
they have long enjoyed, but circum¬ 
stances have made the move neces¬ 
sary. _ 

The Shimp company report a dou¬ 
ble land deal, of local interest, which 
they have negotiated. Mr. Joe Rob¬ 
inson sdld a quarter section two mile.- 
west of town to Mr. A. L. Haga, and 
in turn has purchased from Mr. Os 
ear Severin three quarters two miles 
west and five north of Vulcan. These 
transactions were made at a figure 
which indicates the high value of land 
in the Vulcan district. 

There is now at the Dyce Allan 
meat market an immense moose, 
weight eight hundred pounds, and it 
is the prize of a big game hunt in the 
Alberta northlands. The animal was 
shot by Mr. Joe Willette, who resides 
a short distance out of Vulcan, and 
was shipped by express to the local 
depot. The moose is a fine specimen, 
about nine years of age* and the bul¬ 
let that felled him struck fair be¬ 
tween the eyes. 

The body of Margery E. Grey, who 
died on Sunday near Brant, was 
brought to Vulcan by Mr. A. W. Kel¬ 
ly, funeral director, for the purpose 
of an inquest. Deceased has been 
employed as housekeeper for two 
years at the farm home of Mr. W. E. 
Shultz, and during the winter resi¬ 
dence of the Shultz family at Calgary 
has been in charge of the farm home. 
On Sunday morning she was heard to 
be groaning and discovered on inves¬ 
tigation to be unconscious and passed, 
out in a short time afterwards. The 
fact that deceased was glone on the 
premises and the cause (if death was 
unknown made the Inquest necessary. 
It was readily determined that pneu¬ 
monia was responsible for the death. 

The Foothills bonspiel, which has 
on two occasions been held at Vulcan, 
will this year be held at Claresholm, 
where there are new rinks and every¬ 
thing required for the success of such 
an event. The local committee has 
shown enthusiasm and energy in the 
accummulation of prizes to the val¬ 
ue of some seven hundred dollars, to 
be awarded in the competitions for 
the five or six handsome cups and 
trophies which are annually the in¬ 
centive for the assembly of the cur¬ 
lers of the towns in the south terri¬ 
tory. Definite announcement of just 
how many .men and* rinks will go 
from Vulcan can not yet be made, but 
it is a certainty that this curling cen¬ 
tre will be well represented, and it 
not to brag to say that at least some 
of the prizes wilf come this way. 

There was a meeting of the provis¬ 
ional board of the Vulcan Municipal 
Hospital on Tuesday, and the mem¬ 
bers present were Neil Campbell, 
Bruce Roe, Alex. Smith and W. E. 
Butchart, the only absentee being 
John Green. The business transacted 
included the selection of Richard 
Blakey as architect on the proposed 
building, and the acceptance of a 
property site, the gift of the town of 
Vulcan. The location is perhaps best 
known to most of people as the foot¬ 
ball grounds, quite sufficient in area, 
level and clean, and situated such as 
to make it the logical choice for such 
an institution. The board will earn 
on until such time as the municipal 
elections shall determine the perma¬ 
nent members, giving attention to 
such business as is necessary to 
avoid delay in promotion of the un¬ 
dertaking. It has already been record 
ed in these columns that several ex¬ 
cellent offers have been made for the 
purchase of the bonds in connection 
with the hospital scheme, and it is a 
reasonable anticipation that building 
operations will be under way in the 
early spring.

PRAYER BOOK REVISION 


The Church of England is in dan¬ 
ger- of disruption and perhaps dis¬ 
establishment by reason of the revis 
ion of the prayer book. Religious 
differences cut a wide swath there a 
they did in Canada on the issue of un¬ 
ion. In the House of Ix>rds, where 
the Bishops sit, the majority for re¬ 
vision was very large, but in the 
House of Commons, where party lines 
were split, the revision was rejected. 
If it were not for the cleavage that 
has taken place, and the consequent 
ill-feeling, the loss would not be 
great-—except to the publishers. We 
sometimes wonder to what extent 
publishers are themselves responsible 
for revising - of prayer books, hym¬ 
nals and other religious works since 
they are the only ones who stand to 
make financial profit therefrom.. Thi 
particular revision, according to it 
sponsors, is not sweeping in its char¬ 
acter, but it alarmed many good 
churchmen who had the backing of 
many who were not generally regard 
ed as devout. Certainly it was not a 
drastic as the revision contemplated 
by a new cult which started in Lon 
don over a century ago. Hoi ace Wal¬ 
pole told Mary Wortley Montagu that 
the scheme was to take the “riots” 
out of the commandments and put 
them into the creed. 


Premier Stanley Baldwin, in for¬ 
mally opening the new Kingston by¬ 
pass road recently, said he was 
struck duiing his recent visit to Can¬ 
ada by the beauty of the homes and 
gardens of the people of all classes, 
along the roads on which he had been 
driven. Speaking ,of the roads in 
England, Mr. Baldwin declared there 
was nothing that visitors from over¬ 
seas cared more to see than the coun¬ 
try villages and country lanes. He 
advocated their development and de¬ 
precated any “ugly surroundings’’ or 
“hoggish behavior” on these roads. 
“Roads around London for too many 
I years past have consisted of mean- 
i looking houses and dingy forecourts. 
Let us try, if we can, to have along 
these roads houses with gardens. No- 
j thing struck me so much during my 
I recent visit to Canada, right through 
the cities of the west, as to see beau¬ 
tiful little houses and gardens, not of 
rich people, but belonging to people 
of all classes, right up to the road, 
carefully tended and looked after. It 
made it a pleasure to drive out into 
the country from any of those west¬ 
ern cities. It is supposed to be an 
advantage to a doctor to have a good 
bedside manner. I wish to goodness 
all opr people had good roadside man 
ners. Let us try to start today* to’-Hi- 
culcate it both in people who use the 
roads and in people who live along 
them. There ough to be an unwritten 
code that the defiling of any of these 
great roads by ugly surroundings, by 
hoggish behavior upon them, or by up 
setting or spilling litter upon them, 
should be to bar any man from enter¬ 
ing any decent club or any decent 
home circle.” 


LOOMING LEGISLATION 


InWario, a movement's planned 
where^ the Hydro Commission will 
sell Metrical power at wholesale 
cost, t a group of farmers, deliver¬ 
ing at central point. The farmers 
will thi build their distribution lines 
In thisvay a great increase in the 
use of metrical energy on the farms 
can be secured for mutual benefit. 
This, schme is in use in .England 
Norway nd Sweden. The farmers 
do much of the work of erecting 
lines ani wiring their buildings in 
spare the—-under supervision of 
course, ’/ith electrical transmission 
lines bein; built into Southern Alber¬ 
ta the sheme might be considered 
here. Tb cost would ,be lessened 
and the lenffit of electrical energy 
made widispread. Such communities 
as thtr Ccaldale district and others, 
a re particularly well adapted to such 
a plan. 


THE LOS ANGELES ATRROCITY 


One finds it hard to determine why 
that wretch Hickman should have 
committed so atrocious a crime, in¬ 
cluding abduction, extortion of ran¬ 
som, murder and mutilation. It is 
hard to believe that a sane man 
would commit such crimes, yet 4 that 
youth has shown no other evidence of 
insanity. It appears that he had no 
other object than revenge against the 
girl’s father who had refused to 
recommend his appointment, to some 
position. There is no punishment 
that the law can give which will fit 
the crime, and ' yet we have weak 
sentimentalists who would not even 
hang him or send him to the electric 
chair, which is probably the cheapest 
price he should pay for his lust for 
revenge or his craving for notoriety. 
Something, too, should be done to his 
father who deserted his wife and 
family and now disowns the son. 


AN ASS OF A MAYOR 


Refusing to lose her Canadian na¬ 
tionality, Margaret Barrie, Ottawa 
nurse, has resigned from the Chica¬ 
go Municipal Hospital, rather than 
submit to the royal decree of Mayor 
Thompson. Mayor Thompson has in¬ 
vaded the civic hospital, and issued 
an edict that all Canadian nurse- 
must sign the U.S. oath of allegiance 
or resign Twenty-three nurses in 
this hospital are affected by the or¬ 
der. 


Among the interesting resolution 
and notices of motion, which have 
been received by the Clerk of the 
House of Commons to be taken up at 
the next Ottawa session, is one in the 
name of John Millar, M.P. Qu 'Appele 
This seeks the establishing of a sys¬ 
tem of wheat grading which will in 
elude proteen content and will include 
all grades, providing this causes*no 
delay in transit. E. J. Garland, Bow 
River, asks for the es tabl ishment M 
a national research institute to hr 
undertaken by Dominion Government 
M. Boulanger requests that * the 
“same treatment be accorded Cana¬ 
dians as Europeans” in regard to set¬ 
tling on western land. T. L. Church 
Toronto, and Dr. J. Edwards, Fron- 
tenac, will request the Government to 
return their natural resources to the 
Province of Alberta.. 


THEY ARE LOSING THEIR ,NIP 

There is just one bright gleam 
shining through the rigors of this 
winter which is that the cold seems 
as much of a shock to old timers as 
to , anyone. They are not as ready as 
usual with their recollections of much 
severer winters. The one exasperat¬ 
ing quality of the old timer is his 
bored air in the presence of any cur¬ 
rent local calamity. He remembers 
something so much worse. And his 
memories, safely enveloped in the 
mists of the sixties or the eighties, 
are inviolate and quite beyond con¬ 
troversy. The comparative new com¬ 
er is resentful but helpless. So it is, 
it must be confessed, rather pleasing 
to think that this winter has them 
sort of stopped. It really must ho 
pretty bad.

Thomas Edison in a recent inter¬ 
view stated that the three greatest 
inventions of the past, in his opinion, 
were, steam engine, reaping machine 
and printing. He refused to commit 
himself as to future inventions, but 
declared this to be the b u n g t-t- mr rtaire 
in handling the forces of nature. We 
are on the verge of great things. .As 
soon as coal becomes scarcer and 
dearer, man will find a way to har¬ 
ness the 'sun and the tides for gener¬ 
ating power.

A representative of the De Havi- 
land Aircraft Co. of London, England 
was in Toronto a few days ago look¬ 
ing for a site for a prospective air¬ 
plane plant there.

WHAT’S IN A DATE? 

Your Past and Present and Future— 
Revelations of the Mailing Lists— 
A Character Index of Our 
Subscribers 


(From Cardston News) 

You may think it riddiculous to hint 
even,that subscription lists can reveal 
character, but if you ran our mailing 
machine week after week and saVr the 
names coming out of it with date la¬ 
bels attached showing when the sub¬ 
scription accounts were paid, and al¬ 
so knew what efforts we had put 
forth to get people to acknowledge 
this little account, you also would be¬ 
gin to see a certain relationship be¬ 
tween that date label and the char¬ 
acter of the man whose name goes 
with it. 

For example, let us look at a few 
of these names on our mailing list, 
as one by one we turn them out of 
the machine and paste them on the 
upper left hand corner of the paper. 
Here’s a man whose account is paid 
almostly exactly on the date of ex¬ 
piration. His word is as good as his 
bond. We know that if he didn’t pay 
he would come in and explain why. 
We never worry about his account. 
Year after year that man pays as he 
goes, his little subscription account 
is just as readily met as is any big 
account at any other place of busi¬ 
ness. 

Here’ another name. Look at it. 
The owner is well-to-do. He has 
money. But he never pays an account 
until he has to. He is the same all 
along the street. • Every merchant 
will tell you he is good, but that 
you’ll have to wait for your money. 
His business principles seem to be 
that if you pay now, they forget 
about you. Don’t pay till you have to 
use your own money as long as you 
can—let the other fellow wait, he 
wants my business anyway. But if 
that man knew how people he does 
business with feel about him, he 
would turn over a new leaf on Janu¬ 
ary 1, 1928 and'pay as he goes. 

Here’s another name of a different 
kind. His subscription is in arrears 
two years, He never pays anything 
as long as he can get credit. He 
owes every merchant in town who 
will let him have anything on “tick.” 
He’ll get mad when he reads this and 
stop his paper, but that will likely be 
the best thing that could happen to 
us. This little subscription account 
just tells the tale of how he does 
business. He runs in debt at the 
store the same way. When he is 
“boned” for a payment, he quits that 
“ding-goned merchant” and takes any 
little cash he can scrape together and 
s^nds to Eaton’s for his goods. He’s 
a ne’er do-well, and Tvery man in 
tpwn has “got his number.” 

Now here’s a fellow who is in ar¬ 
rears, but we feel good about it. He 
had the grace on the date of expira¬ 
tion to come in and tell us just how 
he was fixed. “It’s a little account, 
you know,” said he, “but I want your 
paper, and 1 can’t spare the money 
right now. If you can send it on to 
me, I sure will pay you.” We know 
he will. He’s a real sport—he’s lost 
his crop, but he doesn’t go around 
whining about it. He’s a regular fel¬ 
low and we’re not afraid of that la¬ 
bel in the least. 

Now look at that name. He has 
promised us several times to drop in 
and pay us. His word, too, is as good 
as his bond—but no better, for neith¬ 
er can be “cashed in” at the bank. Oh 
yes he attends Church regularly but 
he never plays square any day in the 
week. We know he didn’t mean it 
when he said he would pay us last 
month, but what could we do? Could¬ 
n't stand call him a liar? Wouldn’t 
have been nice, for such a small ac¬ 
count. But my, how he has the face 
to spread it on and spend like he does 
when he owes everybody,is more than 
we can see. 

That name-^there belongs to 
steady, likeable fellow. True, his ac¬ 
count is a little behind, but he has al¬ 
ready told us he will be in before long 
and we know he means it. He is just 
that way, always remembers his bills 
and pays them as soon as he can. Oh, 
we’ll get his $2.00 alright, and He will 
fael good about it too, when he pays 
it. 

The owner of that next name there 
is suffering with a chronic lapse of 
memory. He even forgets to look at 
you when he meets you on the. street. 
When you send him a statement he is 
insulted. The idea of asking for such 
a trifling little bill, and for such a 
“ding-blasted thing as that rag any¬ 
way.” Yet we notice he wants his 
paper alright and has been mighty 
peeved when he, failed to get it one 
week. The label pulled off or some¬ 
thing happned at the Post Office. For 
fear of having to allow us to request 
a settlement, he passes us up like a 
“freight train passing a tramp,” and 
so we suffer his paper to go on, each 
week looking at his date label and 
ruminating on human nature.

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BOYS PARLIAMENT 

Three Important Pieces of Legisla¬ 
tion Passed by the Boys’ Parlia¬ 
ment at Calgary 


There were three important pieces 
of legislation passed in Alberta Boys 
Parliament Thursday, December 29. 

A bill regarding publication of a 
provincial C.S.E.T. paper. The pro¬ 
motion and social committee brought 
in a bill regarding publica)tk)>-of a 
provincial boys’ papei\^«6ting that 
the C.S.E.T. boys of XlbeTIb find the 
r.eed of a paper to"$timulate more in¬ 
terest in the boys’ work. The paper 
will be issued twice a month by an 
editor who will be elected at a later 
session of this parliament. Every 
member of parliament was requested 
to construct news to be used in print¬ 
ing the paper. The bill was carried 
by a large majority and it is believed 
by those closely interested that such 
a paper will be eminently a success. 

Stating that the provincial athletic 
tournament for the past two, years 
lias not been the success that it might 
be, the committee for physical affairs 
ushered in a resolution containing 
six suggestions which they deemed 
would bolster up the tournament. 

The text of the resolution follows: 

1. That the athletic tournament be 
held in conjunction with the National 
Athletic Tournament. 

2. That the dates for the athletic 
tournament be May 15 to • June 15, 
1928. 

3. That all entries for the athletic 
tournament be in the hands of chair¬ 
man of the athletic committee of the 
Boys’ Work Board of Alberta by May 
15, 1928. 

That all records of the athletic 
tournament be in the hands of the 
athletic committee of the Boys' Work 
Board by June 30, 1928. 

5. That publicity on the athletic 
meet be sent out to all the registered 
groups in the province as follows: 
April 15—Announcement of athletic 
tournament and a poster describing 
the tournament. May 1—Entry 
forms and further announcements. 
May 5—Record sheets, accompanied 
with a set of rules, regulations and 
methods of recording. June 15-—Re¬ 
quest that all record sheets be re¬ 
turned by June 30, 1928. 

6. That all groups be encouraged 
to enter the tournament and to hold 
their own meets under the direction 
of their mentors, unless it is to the 
mutual advantage of several groups 
to combine to hold their meet. 

The committee in charge of devo¬ 
tional affairs brought in a resolution 
regarding the carrying on of a mid¬ 


week devotional period. In this res¬ 
olution it was resolved that parlia¬ 
ment recommend that the Boys’ Work 
Board and members of parliament in-' 
vestigate the success of the devotion¬ 
al period j n the mid-week meetings 
and that a more active ‘ interest be 
stimulated by development of a gen¬ 
eral participation of all group mem¬ 
bers. One method suggested was 
that discussion replace the lecture 
method wherever practicable. Other 
suggestions embodied in tbo resolu¬ 
tion were: That discussion be open¬ 
ed each meeting by the presentation 
of a topic which has been prepared by 
one of the members; that the devo¬ 
tional period follow the business per- 
ioilj so that the minds of the members 
be prepared for a devotional atmos¬ 
phere; and that interest be aroused 
by the introduction of debates on de¬ 
votional topics. 


UFA CONVENTION 


Cmmencing January 17 and contin¬ 
uing for three days- the U.F.A. con¬ 
vention at Calgary, is expected to 
eclipse any of previous years in point 
of attendance. The 500 actual dele¬ 
gates will in many cases, be accom¬ 
panied by their wives, and there will 
be many members of sthe various lo¬ 
cals attending as visitors. About 70 
junior locals are also entitled to rep¬ 
resentation, which will increase the 
ranks pf delegates. 

Outside of fraternal delegates 
there will be few speakers^ not in the 
organized farmers movement. It is 
possible that J. D. Fraser, chief 
grain inspector of innipeg, will be in¬ 
cluded amongst the speakers, as the 
question of grain grading has again 
been a foremost one. Mr. Fraser 


gave valuable information at the re¬ 
cent annual meeting of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool, and at the annual meet¬ 
ing of the U.G.G. Premier Brownlee 
will speak at one of the evening ses¬ 
sions. 

The special resolutions committee, 
consisting of H. E. Scolefield and, A. 
F. Aitken are engaged in grouping 
and consolidating resolutions that 
have been sent in for presentation at 
the convention. The convention will 
open in Calgary in the Centra! United 
Church, January 17, continuing to 
the evening of January 20.
